the Bishops’ statement says, “that 
the novel interpretation of the 
First Amendment recently adopted 
by the Supreme Court will in due 
process be revised. To that end 
we shall peacefully, patiently and 
perseveringly work.” 


The statement says there should a 


be “a reaffirmation of our original 
American tradition of free coop- 
eration between government and 
religious bodies — cooperation in- 
volving no special privilege to any 
group and no restriction on the 
religious liberty of any citizen.” 


Catholics are called upon “to 
seek in their faith an inspiration 
and a guide in making an informed 
contribution to good citizenship,” 
and “members of the legal profes- 
sion in particular” are urged “to 
develop and apply their special 
competence in this field.” 

“We shall not successfully com- 
bat this evil (secularism) merely 
by defining and condemning it,” 
the Bishops’ statement asserts, add- 
ing that “much of the confusion 
and chaos about us is attributable 
more directly to the inaction of 
Christians than to the effective- 
ness of the destroyers.” There is 
a flat warning that “the crisis is 
at hand.” 


“The Christian home must real- 
ize the Christian ideal,” the state- 
ment declares, adding that “the 
whole atmosphere of the home must 
he impregnated with genuine 
Christian living.” It ‘s stated that 
the domestic virtues must be prac- 
ticed, and family prayer made a 
daily exercise.

Washington Letter 
All Creeds Can 
Profit By Reading 
Bishops’ Stand 


Document On ‘Christian 
In Action’ Seen Among 
Bishops’ Best Messages

Washington — (NC)—tThe state- 
ment issued by the Catholic Bish- 


ops of the United States warning 
against the “corrosive influence” of 
secularism in every phase of life 
may well become one of the best 
known messages issued by the 
members of the Hierarchy in this 
country. The statement, or ex- 
cerpts from it, are widely printed 
in the secular press and requests 
for copies of the text are numer- 
ous. Archbishop Patrick A. O’- 
Boyle of Washington had _ printed 
copies distributed at all the Masses 
in all the churches of the archdio- 
cese Sunday, and copies are going, 
too, to all the students of Catholic 
colleges in this vicinity. 


The Evening Star of this city 
said editorially that “Americans of 
all creeds should find it profitable 
to read the statement just issued 
by the Catholic Bishops of the 
United States,” which it called “a 
temperate but trenchant. dis- 
course.” 


This influential journal says the 
Catholic Bishops bring “impressive 
support” to their argument that 
the Supreme Court, in the McCol- 
lum Case, “has adopted an entire- 
ly novel and ominously extensive 
interpretation of the ‘establish- 
ment-of-religion clause’ of the 
First Amendment,” and it adds 
that the Bishops “make the his- 
torically sound point that ‘The 
essential connection between relig- 
ion and good citizenship is deep in 
our American tradition.’ ”’ 

“The basic point emphasized by 
the Bishops,” says the Star, “—and 
essentially the same point has been 
made by the leaders of * other 
faiths—is that secularism,is hav- 
ing an increasingly ‘corrosive in- 
fluence’ on society everywhere. In 
its strictest form it is the dialecti- 
cal materialism of Marxist com-

(4) The large groups of chil- 
dren throughout the country who 
are without proper means of noui- 
ishment and clothing.

O* Monday, November 22, every daily in the 

United States featured a news item released 
by the House un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, which reported the success the Commies 
have had in infiltrating the ranks of many Prot- 
estant churches, as well as the YMCA, the 
YWCA, the Epworth League. 


On the same day a Chicago paper noted 
that on November 7 the “Dean of Canterbury, 
British friend of Russia and advocate of Soviet 
American friendship will speak at the Opera 
House, Saturday, November 27.” The invitation 
was extended to the Dean of Canterbury, the 
Rev. Hewlett Johnson, by Rev. Virgil E. Low- 
der, an official of the Church Federation of 
Greater Chicago. This English prelate was 
recently denied a visa to enter the United States 
under the auspices of the National Council of 
the American-Soviet Friendship. 


Of course, none of thesé things are new to 
the editor of this publication because, back in 
1936, he made the same exposure of the Method- 
ist Federation for Social Service, one of whosé 
secretaries at the time was Harry 8. Ward, 
teacher of Christian Ethics in the Union Theolo- 
gical Seminary, New York, but active in the 
American Civil Liberties Union, whose then head 
was Roger M. Baldwin, who declared before a 
Congressional Committee that he did not believe 
in God. Mr. Ward was also active in the “feague 
for Industrial Democracy,” in the “League 
Against War and Fascism,” which later on be- 
came the “League for Peace and Democracy,” a 
Communist-front organization. He wrote the 
“Social Creed” adopted by the General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church, which was later 
adopted with additions by the Federal Council 
of Churches. 


Back in 1938 we also quoted Dr. Rembert G. 
Smith, of Pryor, Oklahoma, formerly professor 
at Emery. Methodist College, as saying that “four 
Bishops of the Methodist Church head a Social 
Blog.” The four Bishops named included G. 
Bromley Oxnam, who has been before the Ameri- 
can public during the past year as one of 
the promoters of the “Protestants and Other 
Americans United” and as a lecturer against 
Catholicism. Only recently he was denounced by 
many Protestant churchmen as a “disturber of 
the peace.” Any one who follows his talks can- 
not help noticing the similarity of his phrase- 
ology to that of the professed Communist propa- 
gandist. The Catholic Church, in Oxnam’s por- 
trayal is “Fascist,” “Reactionary,” “Totalitar- 
lan,” 


The House. Committee on un-American Ac- 
tivities designated the Rev. Claude C. Williams 
as a member of the Communist Party. This was 
not news to us either, nor was the charge that 


the magazine The Protestant was never intended | 


to defend or speak for Protestantism, but to 
carry on a Communist fight against the Catholic 
Church. 


The House Committee disclosed the identi- 
ties of two bishops and 14 other clergymen who 
have been officially listed as followers “of every 
srook and twist” of the Communist Party line. 
Every one of these clergymen had been exposed 
over the years in the columns of O.S.V. and 
pamphlets issued by our press. 


We could mention many other offenders, 
such as The New Age, the official organ of the 
Scottish Rite, Southern Jurisdiction, which, with- 
out formally taking a stand for Communism, has 
steadily and consistently been on Communism’s 
side against the Catholic Church, against religion 
in edueation, etc. In the latest number of its 
News Bulletin it denounces Franco because he is 
“against Freemasonry.” No Christian could be 
on the side of Freemasonry in Latin countries 
where it parades openly as anti-God. In fact The 
New Age, some years ago, admitted that the

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Gibault School 
Record Reported 
By Past Deputy 
George Kinzel Addresses 


Rensselaer K. C. Council; 
1,700 Boys Admitted 


Rensselaer, Ind—‘“It’s cheaper 
and easier to save the youth of to- 
day than mend the men of tomor- 
row,” sums up the address on the 
Gibault Home for Boys’, Terre 
Haute, by George Kinzel of Gary, 
Tuesday night before the Rensse- 
laer council, Knights of Columbus. 

The late Edward P. Honan of 
Rensselaer was one of the incor- 

orators when the Holy Cross 
iothere opened the home on a 
100-acre farm five miles southeast 
of Terre Haute. The boys’ institu- 
tion was named for the Rev. Pierre 
Gibault, pioneer Hoosier priest. 

More than 1,700 boys have pass- 
ed through Gibault in the past 27 
years. Present enrollment is 125, 
with no restrictions as to race, 
color or creed. About 85 per cent 
of these boys, ranging in age from 
10 to 16, have been adjudged de- 
linquent by the courts before they 
come to Gibault. The other 15 
per cént are pre-delinquent, un- 
managable or dependent. 

Through the years less than 
two per cent of Gibault students 
have ever withdrawn before com- 
pleting the progrdm. This is even 
more startling when it is realized 
that there are no high walls or 
fences at the Terre Haute school. 

Father Flanagan, the late Boys’ 
Town founder, paid the Gibault 
Home high tribute recently. “My 
plant is larger,” Re said, “but you 
are able to do a better job for 
the individual boys.” 

Introduced by Grand Knight 
Thomas B. Dumas, Rensselaer at- 
torney and law pfofessor at St. 
Joseph’s College, Kinzel explained 
the financial picture of the Gibault 
Home. 

Operating expenses are met 
through per-capita tax of $1.10 for 
each member of the Knights of 
Columbus in Indiana; together 
with income from bequests and 
other financial contributions. It 
costs about $1.66 per boy per day 
at Gilbault, which also has a com- 
plete sports program and engages 
in competition with other schools. 

Gibault alumni retain a love for 
their school that is typical of small 
educational institutions. Kinzel 
said they come back for frequent 
visits with their families, and con- 
tinue to be interested in the 
school’s welfare. 


Kormendi Statue 
Of Fr. Flanagan 
Unveiled At School 


Boys Town, Neb.— A statue of 
the late Father Edward J. Flana- 
gan, founder of Boys Town, Neb., 
sculptured by Professor Eugene 
Kormendi, sculptor in residence at 
the University of Notre Dame, was 
unveiled Sunday, November 28, in 
ceremonies here. 

The statue, made from Indiana 
limestone, depicts Father Flana- 


gan with four boys, two represent-: 


ing Americans, one Japanese and 
one Negro, indicative of the fact 
that Boys’ Town knows no race 
or color, but regards its boys as 
youth who need .and receive help 
and who have an opportunity to 
become good and useful citizens. 

Professor- Kormendi, prominent 
in European art circles, came to 
the United States in 1939 and to 
Notre Dame in 1942. A former stu-

The story of Mother Francisca’s 
cure was written by Mother Maria 
Christina Peixoto, a Portugese 
nun, now 74 years old, who fre- 
turned to her native land last 
July after teaching in Dorothian 
schools in America for 37 years. 


In her letter, Mother Christina 
writes that Mother Francisca had 
suffered intense pain and virtually 
lived on a stretcher. It was decided 
to have her undergo an operation, 
but physicians of a sanatarium 
said it would be useless. 


“Human means having been de- 
cleared useless,” Mother Christina 
says, “she was encouraged by 
members of her Order to have re- 
course to Our Lady by taking part 
in the services for the sick held 
at Fatima” on the 13th of each 
month. 


Mother Francisca was taken to 
Fatima, where she arrived along 
with other pilgrims, who crowd

But Mother Francisca, brought by 
automobile, was immediately put 
to bed. 


Exhausted and suffering excru- 
ciating pain, she was taken to 
the Mass and Benediction at noon. 
During the Holy Sacrifice, she was 
feeling sd ill that she thought she 
was going to die, Mother Christina 
writes. She said as much to the 
Mother Superior of the Dorothian 
Convent, who, “instead of worry- 
ing, rejoiced because she believed 
it to be a token for her coming 
cure.”

T was a dark night, with a drizzling rain that came down 
| steadily, and no shelter for miles up and down the highway 
that links Germany with Austria and Czechoslovakia. On the

What had happened of course 
was quite natural. As they left 


the two guards, heading for Switz- 
erland and a holiday, first hesita- 
tion, then ingenuity came to the 
fore. In complete agreement, they 
stopped, turned, and drove straight 
back to the Snack-Post Exchange 
in Salzburg, to find it on the vérge 
of closing for the night. Nothing 
daunted, they hunted out the mess 
sergeant, and with a mixture of 
near tears, plus a little flattery, 
coaxed him into allowing them to 
clean out the evening’s leavings. 
Surrendering their 
cigarette rations, and the money 
they had put aside for the holiday 
in Luzerne, they had raced over to 
Father Van Kootzen’s quarters in 
Salzburg, routing that long-suffer- 
ing priest from a_ well-deserved 
night’s rest. Amply fortified with 
spiritual and material assistance, 
they once more approached the 
wanderers, 


The story told by our Catholic 
group of refugees was heart-break- 
ing but surely typical of hundreds 
of thousands of- people in war- 
stricken Germany. They were an 
assemblage of Germans originally, 
'who had been brought back into 


'Germany with the Volbksdeutsche. 
. The end of hostilities saw them 
way back across the 
miles to their farm 
settlements in Rumania, only to 
be dispossessed summarily by the 
new terroristic regime reigning 
there. For three months they had 
been on the march slowly, steath- 
ily creeping back into Germany, 
by-passing Russian soldiers and 
police, slipping through the loose 
net of American border guards, 
only to fall hopelessly into the 
hands of two young, inexperienced 
German policemen. Bowing meek- 
ly before the inflexibility of Ger- 
man-applied allied regulations, 
they had nought to do but expose 
themselves on the spot to the dan- 
gers of cold, damp and hunger, 
rather than imperil their immedi- 
ately future possibilities of enjoy- 
ing a new and long hoped for free- 
dom.

When realization broke through 
their benumbed consciousness that 
the two American angels had driv- 
en up with food and the priest to 
take care of their particular wants, 
a mild delirium overcame them. A 
struggle ensued between the in- 
grained shyness of the peasant peo- 
ples and their ravenous hunger; 
but all was quickly resolved by 
the paternal care of Father Van 
Kootzen, and the all embracing 
charity of his two American com- 
panions. 


Taking leave of the priest at his 
home in Salzburg at three o’clock 
in the morning, the two women re- 
turned to their headquarters, and 
turned in for a round-the-clock 
slumber, They had a difficult time 
facing and explaining to various 
acquaintances and friends the rea- 
son for their presence in Salzburg 
instead of Switzerland over the 
Labor-Day week-end. But their 
conduct was typical of the self- 
sacrifice, the. generosity and in- 
genuity of the women and men now 
administering the War Relief Ser- 
vices-NCWC program in war de- 
vastated Europe. It is likewise 
characteristic of the two inde- 
fatigable ladies involved, Dorothea 
Sullivan, of New Haven, Conn., 
and Minerva Mores of New York.

UMAN life centers in God. The 
failure to center life in God is 


secularism—which, as we pointed 


out last year, is the most deadly 
menace to our Christian and Ame- 
rican way of living.

Constructive effort is called for 
to counteract this corrosive influ- 
ence in every phase of life where 
individual attitudes are a deter- 
mining factor—in the home, in the 
school, at work, and in civil pol- 
ity. For as man is, so ultimately 
are all the institutions of human 
society. 

To combat secularism, the indi- 
vidual Christian must get the full 
vision of Christian truth. It is not 
divisible. One cannot pick and 
choose from it. Either it is ac- 
cepted as a whole or it counts for 
little in real life. When the Chris- 
tian does get this full vision, he be- 
comes enthusiastic in trying to 
share it with the world about him 
It is a wonderful vision which gives 
new meaning to human life and an 
impelling urge to selfless action. 

The sorry fact is that many, 
very many Christians, see this vis- 
jon only dimly and vaguely and 
miss its impact on reality. They 
hold themselves tc be Christians 
and are accepted as Christians, but 
they have never been thrilled by 
the glory of the truth of Christ in

Your Fight 


MAST of you are familiar with 
the “big push” now under way 
against harmful comic books. It 
really originated in the summer of 
1948, according to the Report of 
the National Organization for De- 
cent Literature, “in the same place 
where concerted action was first 
taken against Stery and. other 
magazines which consistently had 
made light of immoral conduct and 
brazenly advertised lewd books for 
sale. The place was South Bend, 
Indiana, . . . where Mr. Albert 
Dougherty (South Bend druggist) 
also induced the druggists.of his 
city and other towns in the county 
to bar objectionable Comics from 
their magazine racks.” 


Some weeks later the idea re- 
eeived full support of the nation’s 
druggists (whose stores are the 
chief vending lace for the 
eomic books) at their annual con- 
vention in Atlantic ‘City. Here, a 
resolution was adopted by 5,000 de- 

“to remove ffom their 
shelves all publications of a sala- 
cious and obscene nature.” 


Then came the fighting speect 
of His Eminence, Samuel Cardina! 
Stritch of Chicago which really 
focussed the attention of the en- 
tire nation on the great harm that 
the offensive comic books are work- 
ing among the youth of the coun- 

With that the. “glove was 
down.” 


Since- then, the tide has been 
gathering strength: City after 
city all over the United States has 
been taking definite steps to see 
that these books are cleaned off 
the newsstands. Why the Frater- 
nal Order of Police and other sim- 
ilar groups have been so hesitant 
to lambast the influence of harm- 


| 
ful comic books has always been 


difficult to understand, but they 
too are now lending their efforts 
to the general hue and cry. Per- 
haps the frank but embarrassing 
statements which have made the 
headlines recently have brought 
this about. Too many youths 
caught in serious crime lately have 
been giving,the comic books “cre- 
dit” for their criminal ideas, 


The National Council of Catho- 
lic Men and Women and the PTA — 
to say nothing of The National Or- 
ganization for Decent Literature— 
and others, have taken new cour- 
age at the words of Cardinal 
Stritch and will undoubtedly adont 


finew and effective measures to 


stamp ott an evi] which they have 
been fighting for a long time with 
almost no help. Yes, you can look 
for action here, 

It is a pretty safe guess that 
“the word” is being passed among 
the guilty publishers and distri- 
butors that “the heat is on” and 
many of their harmful sheets will 
disappear from the newsstands like 
magic. These men have been tp 
fagainst this kind of thing before 
and many of them are not too wor- 
ried. They will wait until the 
storm blows over and then you will 
begin to notice them re-appearing 
in even worse forms than befor-~. 
They will probably admit that this 
storm is quite a bit more serious 
than any heretofore, but they have 
no doubt that they can ride it 
out. 


Right here is where you—the 
Catholic Youth of America and all 
other Youth of good intention—- 
come in. Nothing could wreck the 
plans of these publishers quicker 
than to know that you are interest- 
ed in backing up the Cardinal and 
the others who are fronting this 
battle for your sake. Publishers 
and distributors of so-called “‘comic 
books” have not counted upon 100 
'per cent support from you, and 
perhaps even the Cardinal might 
be pleasantly surprised. 


If all the organized effort to get 
rid of the evil of harmful comic 
books is to be a success, then you, 
American Catholic Youth, must get 
squarely in line. You must not sit 
idly by and wonder in a vague sort 
of a way whether the books are ac- 
tually going to take a licking or 
not. This is your fight and main- 
ly your fight. Without your :f- 
forts the whole attack will fail 
through. And the reason is sim-

with capital stolen from us and

The Case Of An Insane Asylum 

To illustrate: Where this is 
being written, there is a nearby 
State Hospital harboring some 
2.600 insane and a huge staff of 
doctors, nurses, and attendants. 
It has eight beautiful brick build- 
ings surrounded by folling lawns 
and groves of shade trees. It 
would make an excellent univer- 


ply this: If the publishers of these 
books know that you will still read 
them, they are clever enough to 
find some other way to get them 
into your hands. 


So start your action and start 
it now. In all of your youth meet- 
ings introduce resvlutions con- 
demning these comic books which 
are considered as harmful because 
of their criminal or suggestive con- 
tent. Give this resolution to your 
local daily papers so that the reat 
of the community will. know how 
you stand on the matter. This will 
provide good example and will let 
these publishers know they cannot 
take you for “will-nilly” bait. 

More than that let each indivi- 
dual youth take a private resolu- 
tion on the matter. There are over 
four hundred thousand of you in 
Catholic high schools in the United 
States. Think of the result if 
each one resolved to avoid the 
harmful comic books and to furth- 
er see that such stuff did not fall 
into the hands of younger broth- 
ers and sisters. Many more thou- 
sands of American Youth would 
follow your lead and the problem 
would soon be well on its way to 
being solved.

¢ Christ Protects The Weak 


It’s the Person of Christ that 
protects those patients. It’s He 
that bars our way and stays our 
hand. He tells us that these are 
human beings with immortal 
souls, that they have a right— 
sick though they be—to go on in 
their struggle toward eternal hap- 
piness. He tells us, further, «that 
we have no power over the life 
or death of an innocent person. 

Ah, yes—but what of one who 
doesn’t believe in Christ?—or in 
the Ten Commandments? To such 
a person, an insane asylum can 
only be a piece of sentimental 
foolishness. 

And what of the person who, 
still calling himself a Christian, 
sees Jesus only as a pale, gray 
figure, preaching the good life in 
common with Lao-tse and Marcus 
Aurelius? If it came to a show- 
down, he would regretfully cast 
his vote against Christ. 

“Times have changed,” he would 
say. “Were Christ alive, He would 
vote as | am voting. Jesus never 
foresaw the complexities of the 
Twentieth Century. He couldn’t 
have imagined that the insane 
would eventually become such a 
problem. It’s sheer sentimental- 
ity to waste so much money on 
an effort so futile. . .” 

These are the  secularists— 
drifting with the stream, soft, 
ineffectual, with a morality based 
on aesthetics rather than. revela- 
tion. 

When would the showdown come 
between Christianity and its op- 
position? Well, as far as our in- 
sane asylum goes (and it’s still a 
good instance), it’s under the Com- 
mofilwealth of Pennsylvania which, 
although it is a civil agency, is 
still run according to Christian 
principles in an inter-denomina- 
tional way. But the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania is con- 
trolled by the ballot, and just as 
soon as we are outnumbered by 
the secularists, we'll have a show- 
down. You can be sure of it. The 
issue is even being fought on 
every posible front throughout 
the land. In November, for in- 
stance, it took intensive cam- 
paigning to defeat an anti-baby 
bill brought before the voters of 
Massachusetts. 

“The Crisis Is At Hand!” 

“Much of the confusion and 
chaos about us,” the Bishops say, 
“is attributable more directly to 
the inaction of Christians than to 
the effectiveness of the feverish 
efforts of the destroyers.

“The crisis is at hand. Today 
every Christian must face the full 
Christian vision and with fo 
thought of compromise must seek 
vigorously to live it. Every da 
he must ask himself: What am 
doing to build a Christian world?

‘Our Lady Of The Sacred Heart’... 
A World-Famed Title 


REV. M. D, FORREST, M.1.C. * 


DD sateen 8, 1854, is a memor- 
able day in the history of the 
Church. On that day the Vicar of 
Christ, Pius IX, after consulting the 
Bishops of the Universal Church, 
solemnly proclaimed as an article 
of Catholic Faith the doctrine of 
Mary’s Immaculate Conception. This 
does not mean, of course, that any 
addition was made to the truths 


of faith committed to the Church. 


The Pope, exercising his office as 

upreme Teacher, officially declared 
that the doctrine 6f the Immaculate 
Conception was formally revealed 
by God to the Church from the days 
of the Apostles; he solemnly defin- 
ed it as a dogma. 


If it eg take an example from 
every day life, I would point to the 
decisions given in various countries 
by the Supreme Court of those 
countries—the Supreme Court can- 
not make a new law, nor does it 
claim any such power; it simply de- 
clares the meaning of an existing 
law. Likewise a General Council 
of the Church or thé Sovereign Pon- 
tiff cannot add to the deposit of faith, 
but can officially and infallibly de- 
clare that such a doctrine is for- 
mally contained in the body of 
truths revealed to the Church and 
must, therefore, be believed by all 
the faithful. 


Often, indeed, such definitions 


have been made because of attacks 
on the Church’s teaching, as we see 
exemplified in the solemn decisions 
ef the Council of Trent. But the 
definition of Mary’s Immaculate 
Conception seemed rather a spon- 
taneous outburst of Catholic faith 
and piety. It was received with ac- 
clamation throughout the Church 
of God 


apg the days immediately pre- 
ceding the gerne the hearts of 
millions of faithful Christians beat 
with eager expectancy—almost with 
a holy impatience to see a new gem 
of surpassing lustre adorning the 
virginal brow of the Mother of God. 
Amongst those millions of loving 
clients of Mary was a young priest 


: 


who poured forth his heart in prayer. 


at Issoudum, France. Long. had he 
dreamed of establishing a Religious 
Society that would cherish as its 
chief purpose the spread of Devo- 
tion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 

That ardent young priest was poor 
in the things of this world, but rich 
in devotion to Mary. His confi- 
dence in her was unbounded. With 
childlike trust he pleaded with the 
Mother of God during the nine 
days that preceded the definition of 
her glorious prerogative. He pro- 
mised Mary that, if she would ob- 
tain the fulfillment of her yearning 
desire, (1) he would call the new 
Congregation the Society of the

Missionaries of the Sacred Heart, 
(2) that its members would labor 
unceasingly for the spread of Devo- 
tion to the Sacred Heart, and (3) 
that they would ‘honor M a in a 
special manner and cause her to 
be thus honored by others. | | 

On the Very day on which Father 
Jules Chevalier ended. his fervent 
Néveha to the Immaculate Virgin 
his prayer was answered in a re- 
markable manner, and he forthwith 
set about establishing the new So- 
ciety. 

But in what way especially was 
he to show a special devotion to 
Mary and to foster such a devotion 
in the hearts of others? Suddenly, 
like a flash from heaven, he thought 
of a néw title: Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart.. Yes, there was sure- 
ly a golden means, a magnificent 
means, of honoring in a particular 
and beautiful manner the Virgin 
Mother and of procuring special 
honor for her from countless souls. 

The new title was hailed with 
delight and énthusiasm by myriads 
of Mary’s clients throughout Chris- 
tendom, for in it they recognized 
with supernatural instinct one of the 
most touching expressions of the 
place the Virgin Mother occupies in 
dogma and devotion. Pope “Pius IX 
‘gladly approved the new title, and 
Cardinal Sarto, later the saintly 
Pius X, declared that Devotion to 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart is 
the most suitable devotion of the 
present age. é' 

Surely Father Chevalier, whose 
privilege it was to confer on Mary 
this lovely title, was in a position 
to tell us the riches of the new 
title. Let us hear his inspiring 
-words: 

“In pronouncing the name of our 


Lady of the cpt eg we shall 
thank and glorify God for having 
chosen Mary, from amongst all crea- 
tures, to form in her virginal womb 
and from her most pure substance 
the adorable Heart of Jesus. 

“We shall honor especially the 
sentiments of love, of humble sub- 
mission, and of filial respect which 
Jesus cherished in’ His Heart for 
His most holy Mother. 

“We shall recognize by this spe- 
cial title, which comprises, in some 
measure, all other titles, the in- 
effable power which the meek Savior 
has given her over His adorable 
Heart. 

“We shall beg this compassionate 
Virgin to lead us herself to the 
Heart of Jesus; to make known to 
us the ro ag me of mercy and of 
love which it encloses; to open to 
us the treasures of grace of which 
it is the source; and to shed abroad 
herself, with her maternal hands, 
these treasures on all those who in- 
voke her or whom we recommend 
to her powerful intercession. 

“We shall also unite ourselves to 
our Mother to glorify the Heart of 
Jesus and to repair, in union with 
her, the outrages inflicted on this 
Divine Heart by sinners. 

“Finally, because the power of 
Mary surpasses all that our feeble 
reason can conceivé, since Jesus al- 
ways graciously hears the humble 
supplications and the desires of His 
Mother, we shall entrust to her the 
success of difficult causes, even ex- 
treme and seemingly hopeless, in 
both the spiritual and the temporal. 
order.”

Our in- 
stitutions of higher learning are 
the natural training grounds for 
Christian leadership. The ranks of 
Christian leadership will draw re- 
cruits largely from the under- 
graduate schools, but these ranks 
will not be filled without the Chris- 
tian scholars who are formed in 
graduate schools. Perhaps much of 
the success of the secularist is due 
to the fact that the number of ex- 
cellent Christian scholars is inade- 


quate for the needs of our times.

Religion And 
Economic Life . 


( BRSTTAN principles should be 

_ put into action in economic life: 
It is not enough to find fault with 
the way our economic system 1s 
working. Positive, constructive 
thought and action are needed. 

The secularist solutions propos- 
ed by eighteenth century indivi- 
dualism or twentieth century sta- 
tism issue either in perpetual con- 
flict or deadening repression, 
Christian social principles, rooted 
in the moral law, call insistently 
for cooperation not conflict, for 
freedom not repression in the de- 
velopment of economic activity. 
Cooperation must be organized— 
organized for the common good; 
freedom must be ordered—ordered 
for the common good. 

Today we have labor partly or- 
ganized, but chiefly for its own in- 
terests. We have capital or man- 
agement organized, possibly on a 
larger scale, but again chiefly for 
its own interests. What we ur- 
gently need, in the Christian view 
of social order, is the free organi- 
zation of capital and labor in per- 
manent agencies of cooperation 
for the common good. To insure 
that this organization does not 
lose sight of the common good, 
government as the responsible cus- 
todian of the public interest should 
have a part in it. But its part 
should be to stimulate, to guide, to 
restrain, not to dominate. This ‘s 
perfectly in line with our Federal 
Constitution which empowers gov- 
ernment not , only 
justice” but also to “promote the 
general welfare.” 

Catholic social philosophy has‘a 
constructive program for this or- 
ganic development of economic 
life. Pope Pius XI, rounding out 
the social principles formulated by 
Leo XIII, laid down the broad out- 
lines of this program 17 years ago. 
In line with that constructive pro- 
gram we advocate freely organized 
cooperation between the accredited 
representatives of capital and la- 
bor in each industry and in the 
economy as a whole under the su- 
pervision but not the control of 
government. 

The agencies of this freely or- 
ganized cooperation have been 
called by various names: Occupa- 
tional Groups, Vocational Groups, 
or more recently Industry Coun- 
cils. American Catholic students 
of the Social Encyclicals have ex- 
pressed their preference for the 
name “Industry Councils” to des- 
ignate the basic organs of a 
Christian and American type of 
economic democracy into which 
they would like to see our eco- 
nomic system progressively evolve. 
This evolytion can come only as 
the fruit Sf painstaking study and 
effort to safeguard, in justice and 
charity, the rightful interests of 
property and the rightful interests 
of labor in the pursuit of the do- 
minant interest of all. which is the 


Such a constructive program of 
social order seems to us to be the 
answer to the questionings of, 
high-minded leaders of industry 
and to the explicit proposals of 
sound and responsible leaders of 
organized labor. We bespeak for 
it in, these critical times dispas- 
sionate consideration and calm, 
open discussion in an atmosphere 
of goodwill, and in a disposition to 
see solutions by agreement 
rather than by force, whether poli- 
tical or economic. We upon 
men of religious faith and prin- 
ciple, both in management and la- 
bor, to take the lead in workings 
out and applying, gradually if need 
be, a constructive social program 
of this type. For the moral and 
social ideals which it would real- 
ize are their heritage.

Harry Carlin, Norfolk, Va.—I'd say that Bill Gay, a sophomore, 
is the best all-around defensive halfback Notre Dame has had 
this season. He’s no Lujack, and neither is anyone else, anywhere, 
but he’s an excellent tackler and pass defender and one of the 
squad’s bést ball carriers. All of this despite the fact that 
he weighs only 155 pounds. 


James J. Duffy, Alhambra, Calif—Your point is well taken, 
but if a kicked ball (not a kickoff, of course) goes over the goal 
line without having been touched it is automatically dead and can 
not be returned or recovered by the kicking team. A kickoff’ can 
be downed by the receiving team in the end zone for a touchback, 
which counts no points, of course, but if the receiver is caught 
behind the goal line and downed, then it is a safety and counts 
two points ior the team kicking off. 


D, R. Townley, Amarillo, Texas—Technically, the quarterback in 
the “T” tormation is not an eligible pass receiver. If he receives the 
ball from the center in his normal position he is less than a yard 
behind the line of scrimmage, hence can not eventually wind up as 
the receiver of a forward pa’s. Most teams that meet opponents wno 
use the “T”’ formation are instructed not to watch the quarterback un 
pass plays as he is not an eligible receiver. However, these instruc- 
tions are usually unnecessary, as the quarterback is nearly always the 
passer in the “1” formation style of oifense. 


E. P. Warstler, Cleveland, O.—That diagonal kickof used by 
Purdue and discussed here previously has brought on a continiing 
discussion of the technicalities involved, and 1 am just abeut sorry 
I ever mentioned it in the first place. I recently asked E. C.

cation for citizenship, 

In the field of law our history 
reveals the same fundamental con- 
nection between religion and citi- 
zenship. It is through law that 
government exercises control over 
its citizens for the common good 
and establishes a balance between 
their rights and duties. The Ame- 
rican concept of government and 
law started with the recognition 
that man’s inalienable rights— 
which it is the function of govern- 
ment to protect—derive from God, 
his Creator. It thus bases human 
law, which deals with man’s 
rights and their correlative duties 
In society, on foundations that are 
definitely religious, on principles 
that emerge from the definite view 
of man as a creature of God. 

This view of man anchors human 
law to the natural law, which is 
the moral law of God made clear 
to us through the judgments of 
human reason and the dictates of 
conscience. The natural law, as an 
outstanding modern legal com- 
mentator has written, “is binding 
over all the globe, in all countries 
and at all times; no human laws 
are of any validity if contrary to 
this.” Thus hunian law is essen- 
tially an ordinance of reason, not 
merely a dictate of will on the 
part of the state. In our authentic 
American tradition this is the ac- 
cepted philosophy of law. 


Secularism Corrodes 
Tradition 


N this basically religious tradi- 

tion concerning the preparation 
of the citizen through education 
and the direction of the citizen 
through law, secularism has in the 
past century exercised a corrosive 
influence. It has banned religion 
from tax-supported education and 
is now bent on destroying al] co- 
operation between government and 
organized religion in the training 
of our future citizens. It has un- 
dermined the religious foundations 
of law in the minds of many men 
in the legal profession and has 
predisposed them to accept the le- 
galistic tyranny of the omnipotent 
state. It has cleverly exploited, to 
the detriment of religion and good 
citizenship, the delicate problem of 
cooperation between Church and 
State in a country of divided re- 
ligious allegiance. That concrete 
problem, delicate as it is, can, 
without sacrifice of principle, be 
solved in a practical way when 
goodwill and a spirit of fairness 
prevail. 

Authoritative Catholic teaching 
onthe relations between Church 
and State, as set forth in Papal 
Encyclicals and in the treatises of 
recognized writers on ecclesiastical 
law, not only states clearly what 
these relations should normally be 
under ideal conditions, but also in- 
dicates to what extent the. Catholic 
Church can adapt herself to the 
particular conditions that may ob- 
tain in different countries. Exami- 
ning, in the full perspective of 
that teaching, the position which 
those who founded our nation and 
framed its kasic law took on the 
problem of church-state relations 
ir our own country, we find that 
the First Amendment to our Con- 
stitution solved that problem in a 
way that was typically Ameriean 
in its practical recognition of ex- 
isting conditions and its evident 
desire to be fair to all citizens of 
whatever religious faith. 


Intent Of 
Amendment Clear

O one who knows something of 

history and law, the meaning of 
the First Amendment is clear 
enough from its own words: “Con- 
gress shall make no laws respect- 
ing an establishment of religion 
or forbidding the free exercise 
thereof.” The meaning is even 
clearer in the records of the Con- 
gress that enacted it. Then, and 
throughout English and Colonial 
history, an “establishment of re- 
ligion” meant the setting up by 
law of an official Church whic 
would receive from the government 
favors not equally accorded to 
others in. the cooperation between

governmental encouragement of re- 
ligious and moral training, even 
where no preferential treatment of 
one religion over another is in- 
volved. In two recent cases, the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States has adopted an entirely 
novel and ominously extensive in- 
terpretation of the “establishment 
of religion” clause of the First 
Amendment. 


This interpretation would bar 
any cooperation between govern- 
ment and organized religion which 
would aid religion, even where no 
discrimination between religious 
bodies is in question. This reading 
of the First Amendment, as a 
group of non-Catholic religious 
leaders recently noted, will endan- 
ger “forms of cooperation between 
Church and State which have been 
taken for granted by the Ameri- 
can people,” and “greatly accele- 
rate the trend toward the seculari- 
zation of our culture.” 

Reluctant as we are to criticize 
our supreme judicial tribunal, we 
cannot but observe that when the 


members of that tribunal write 


long and varying opinions in hand- | 


ing down a decision, they must ex- 
pect that intelligent citizens of a 
democracy will study and appraise 
these opinions. The Journal of the 
American Bar Association, in a 
critical analysis of one of the cases 
in question, pertinently remarks: 
“The traditionally religious sanc- 
tions of our law, life and govern- 
ment’ are challenged by a judicial 
propensity which deserves the 
careful thought and study of law- 
yers and people.” 


Lawyers trained in the Ameri- 
can tradition of law will be amaz- 
ed to find that in the McCollum 
case the majority opinions pay 
seant attention to logic, history, or 
accepted norms of legal interpre- 
tation. Logic would demand that 
what is less clear be defined by 
what is more clear. In the present 
instance we find just the reverse. 
The carefully chiselled phrases of 
the First Amendment are defined 
by the misleading metaphor “the 
wall of separation between Church 
and State.”

As was 
pointedly remarked in a dissenting 
opinion: “A rule of law cannot be 
drawn from a metaphor.” 


Jefferson’s Concept 
Quite Different 


* 

GLANCE at the history of Jef- 
ferson’s own life and work 
would have served as a warning 
against the broad and devastating 
application of his “wall of separa- 
tion” metaphor that we find in this 
case. The expression first appears 
in a letter written by Jefferson in 
1802 and, significantly enough, ina 
context that makes it refer to the 
“free exercise of religion” clause 
rather than to the “establishment 
of religion” clause of. the First 
Amendment. 


Twenty years later Jefferson 
clearly showed in action that his 
concept of “separation of Church 
and State” was far different from 
the concept of those who now ap- 
peal to his metaphor as a norm of 
interpretation. As the rector of 
the State University of Virginia, 
Jefferson proposed a system of co- 
operation between the various re- 
ligious. groups and the University 
which goes far beyond anything 
under consideration in the case at 
hand. And Mr. Madison, who had 
proposed the First Amendment ‘and 
who led in carrying it through to 
enactment by Congress, was one of 
the Visitors of the University of 
Virginia who approved Jefferson’s 
plan. 


Even one who 1s not a lawyer 
would expect to find in the opinion

what was in the mind of ‘the 
members of Congress when they 
framed and adopted the First 
Amendment. For it would seem 
that the intent of the legislator 
should be of capital importance in 
interpreting any law when a 
doubt is raised as to the objective 
meaning of the words in which it 
is framed. i 


In regard to the “establishment 
of religion” clause, there is no 
doubt of the intent of the legis- 
lator. It is clear in the record of 
the Congress that framed it and of 
the State legislatures that ratified 
it. To them it meant no official 
Church for the country as a whole, 
no preferment of one religion over 
another by the Federal Govern- 
ment—and at the same time no 
interference by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in the Church-State rela- 
tions of the individual States.
